THREAT No. 1 yesterday came in the form of an 
anonymous letter addressed to the Southern Railway. 
A bomb outrage, said the writer, would take place at 
Victoria Station at 3 p.m.—but nothing happened. 


Swift police action followed, and pre-autionary 
measures were immediately adopted. Offices at the 
station were searched and plain clothes police kept a 
watch on all people depositing baggage at the cloak- 
room- Last night police mingled with the crowds 
before the arrival of the Golden Arrow. 


' THREAT No. 2 was uttered in a phone call to the 
G. F. O., the speaker warning that public conveniences in 
Bayswater would be blown up. 


THREAT No. 3, also by ‘phone to the G.P.O., 
warned of a similar outrage planned against Scotland 


Yard; and 
THREAT No. 4, made 


by telephone to the Yard 


itself. was to the effect that Euston Station would be 


blown up last night. 


These new threats followed closely on three anonymous 
telephone calls received at Scotland Yard in 24 hours 
threatening to blow up the Yard, Goodge-st. tube station, and 


the Marble Arch. 


Police officers last night were 
considering a number of possibili- 
ties, but the most likely explana- 
tion is that the mysterious caller 
some responsible hoaxer. 

On the other hand, Zionist 
circles in London feared that 
the threats were the prelude to 
an intensive terrorist campaign 
in Britain. 

“We have been expecting it 
for some time,” a leading 
Zionist told me. 

“If, indeed, the warnings came 
from the extremists and not from 
a madman.” he said, “it is 
probable that. for the present at 
least, their activities will be con- 
fined to a war of nerves. 


WAITING TO SEE 


“It would follow the pattern 
familiar in Palestine. where im- 
portant buildings have repeatedly 
had to be evacuated following 
telephone threats. 

“Doubtless. the terrorists 
object is to influence the British 
Government in the talks which 
they are to resume with the 
Jewish Agency leaders in London 
next month. 

“ But it the terrorists run true 
to their Palestine form, there is 
unlikely to be any actual bomb- 
throwing until they see how the 
Lendon talks are likely to go.” 
The Yard, however, are taking 

no chances. Since the terrorists 
first announced, a few weeks ago. 
that they would carry the war to 
Europe. specia) watch nas been 
kept on entrants to this country 
and a check has been made on 
Jews already here who might be 
likely to cause trouble. 

The Yard's dossier of suspects 
is probably more complete than 
the terrorists imagine.

In a report to come before the 
council on Tuesday the borough's 
maternity and child welfare com- 
mittee says: “The wife has at- 
tended the council's clinic, but it 
is impossible to find hospital 
accommodation for her. 

“There are no suitable facili- 
ties at the person's home, as there 
are two children aged seven and 
four and a half years and the 
husband and wife. in two rooms 
which are not provided with a 
separate water supply 

“The medical officer has ascer- 
tained that the Emergency Hos- 
pital Scheme of the London 
County Council is full and there 
will be no vacancies until May 31 
1947. 

No alternative accommodation 
is yet available.”

Some girls were found hiding in 
dugouts and others behind cur- 
tained-off ved spaces in the 
soldiers’ huts

(1) The Canadian Govern- 
ment has recommended a cut 
in Canada’s wheat area by an 
amount approzimately equal to 
Britain's entire wheat acreage. 

(2) Argentinas maize crop 
gives promise of such a big yield 
that she may. want to export 
more than 10,000,000 tons of 
grain in 1947; 

(3) In Britain, Food Minister 
John Strachey has told distillers 
that he may be able to allocate 
barley for whisky-making as 
early as the end of January— 
and latest indications are that 
he may do it earlier; 

(4) Bigger rations have been 
announced for breeding pigs and 
poultry. This is manifestly only 
a first step, as no Government 
would allocate more food for 
breeding livestock Ay had not 

hopes of providing 
food for raising the stock.

U.S. Plans 
Record Exports 
Washington, Saturday. 
TF United States Government, 
is planning a record-breaking 
grain export drive next month 
which, if fulfilled, will raise its 
overall grain export target from 
the present 400,000,000 bushels to 
500,500,000 bushels. 

The greatest amount of wheat 
ever exported in U.S. history was 
in last June, when 1,400,000 tons 
were shipped to Europe and the 
Par East in the concluding 
phases of last season’s great 
battle against Famine. 

Next month they will try to 
beat the figure by 100,000 tons and 


send 1.500.000 tons overseas.—
